SHOOTING AFFAIR 
' That Was IPROtfORED by a cuTTERSNipe 

HeWSPAPER. 

Thrbk Persons Injured. 

Kaksas City, Juue 14. — A sensa- 
tisn&l'shooting atfraj «CQarced sliortlj 
after 5°o'oloclc ibis evening, at the cor- 
ner of Ninth and Main stroetR in this 
oitv, in wliich Dr. Morrison Munford, 
proprietor of the TiiuG.^, and two other 
persons JAera shot by W, A. Oarlialo 
An attorney of thia city. The locality 
u knovD as. thp junotion, where Main 
.and Delaware Btreeta unite, and the 
Nioeth atraeb cara receive and ilij- 
obai'ge the greater portion of their pafi- 
aengera, Dr. Munford ftccomj)auied by 
A friend had come from the Time* 
building to take a car going east. Dr. 
Hnaford toot B car which was about 
oomfortably filled with people. He was 
Abpui:..'t(> take a peat near the door 
when Osrliale, who had been standing 
near catne on the iilaifonu of the cur, 
drewg revolver, and spoke to Mun- 
ford saying, -'Yoiu have traduced my 
wife and I will kill you." 

At the same liuie Catrlisle began fir- 
ing at Munford who was but three 
feet distant. The ball struck Munford 
in the side, glancing from a rib ana 
lodging under tha ekin junt below the 
breasJ bone. Oarlialo quickly fired 
Bgi\in, the ball cutting his intended 
victim's coat and striking Miss Jennie 
Btreater, a girl sii^tBBQ years old, who 
occupied the next seat in the car. Dr. 
Munford then stooped forward, trying 
mean while to draw a revolver. Car- 
lisle stepped into the atreei on the 
south eida and began Bring through the 
window, one ball striking a passenger 
named John Halo in the face. After 
firing five ahote in rapid succeatiion, 
darliala atarted^to run round a forward 
car attached to the other one, and was 
seired by two officers as Munford stRp- 
ped down to the pavement on the 
aorth side with hia drawn revolver. 

The latter was thought to have been 
fatally wounded. Ho had tried to shoot, 
but not being able to free hia weapon, 
Muaford called to the officers to lot 
Oarlislo go and give him a chance, 
but the bystanders quickly interfered 
And periiuaded the doctor to give up 
his weapon. Ho wa.5 taken to Dr. 
Jackson's ofEco in the Times building, 
when the bullet in hia breast »as ex- 
tracted and the wound dressed, after 
wiiicb' ■:ba..wa6.reaiored to his home. 
Oariiale mean while waa conducted 
down. Main atroet, followed by an 
angry crowd. Hia ftctiou in shooting 
indiaoriminatoly into the throng aroua 
ed|the greatest indignation, and threats 
of violence wern made on all sides. At 
Seventh stroet the prisoner was put in 
a cs^i^riage aiid hurried to the police 
■tationi. Several stones were thrown 
after him. 

Miss St.'eetnr walked to tha pare- 
ment and .lat Iowa A uatriuge wa» 
ualled and she was taken where her 
wounds were dreast'd. TL.i bullet wsh 
found to have passed \^}'o!^^.h the fleshy 
portion of her left br'-«';i.. -ind though 
painful, the wound in not dangerous. 
The bullet that struck Hale in the faco 
lodged in hia hend itnd baa not yet been 
found. Hia life ie not ia danger except 
in case of erysipelas, - which is feared 
■etaewbat. 

Dr. Mumford, who. ramainod ' cool 
and,coUaoted throughout the affair, is 
resting well; to.uigbt and will soon re- 
cover.' Carlislo iB iftt'the police station. 

The trouble originated in the publi- 
cation by the T'"m.e8 of charges against 
Carlisle's professional and moral ebar- 
aracter, On May the 13th last, thn 
Times publisbed an aacount of a trip to 
^California bj Carlisle and.RIiMiJIaUio

was in March. A second trij^ Jra^ nM^de 
later, Mrs. Carlisle eind tHeif ehil35-en 
meanwhile remaining ht^vo at home. In 
this connection the Timoe ohargea that 
ilr. and i^lrs. Carlisle had enticed the 
girl from her mother, Mrs. Joseph 
Hondrickson, and kept her at their 
house for the purpose of, getting her 
money from her, and that Carlisle had 
obtained from berfAs his ward an un- 
limited powef^of attornoy to control or 
dispose of her property. It w?.d aibO in- 
timated that he had taken improper, if 
not criminal, liberties with the girl. 
Carlisle made a dpuinl of these cb-'irgea 
in print but did not bring, any libel 
suit, as he was requested to do b'y. the 
paper. He in a prominent member ot 
of the Methoilist Centenary Church 
with which Mi^s Oruto is also connect- 
ed. Some talk of church action was 
had, but nothing waa done in the matter 
Carlisle has several timeaof lato threat- 
ened Munford'a life, but bad not be- 
fore attempted it.

.1 FAITHLESS OPPOSITION. 

The diBcloBuros at tho ■workiugmen'B 
mass meeting ou Tuosday night have, it in 
needless to say, oausod a gouuiiia souBatioii 
throughout the city. Little else was talked 
of on the streota yesterday, the j-erlidy of 
tho oppositioa leaders being the subject of 
much lively and racy comment, i'rom the 
general character of those men iu the past 
it cannot bo said that their f.ction was 
entirely uneipeofod, but the few who are 
opposed tstbe goTerkiment ou priuciplu had 
hoped that ths ohoseu leaders of the oppo- 
sitioD, however unworthy, would at this 
crisis oeaae from doing em and endeavor to 
do good. It 18 needless to add that thosup- 
portors of the government ^olt confident 
that "the Sicks party" would continae iu 
tho future aa iu tho past to "put its foot" 
in overytbing it undertook, and sow dissen- 
sions among and further disintegrate a 
party which would now seem to bo so 
maignificiuit as to be beyond the diaiij- 
tograting process. Mr. Blackott, who 
presided at Tuesday night's meeting 
proved himself tio unworthy defender of 
tho workingman. Making no pretence of 
beinii oluquent, he yet in a manly, 
straightforward speech o.xplainod tho 
origin of tho movement, and lifted the 
mask from the faces of the trnitora in the 
camp. Ho made an announcement in the 
course of his address which was little leas 
than atartliuj, and wiiich showa forcibly 
the depths! to which wnprinoipled and um 
bitious men can duacond. Ho stated that 
in accordance with an ngroeinsut betwoen 
the opposition and workingmen it wua 
decided that the former should Qomiuato 
two men and the latter two, the working- 
men to stand by their own platform, and 
as a roault, acting in good faith, had 
nominated Measra. Smith and Duval. 
There were ■ •: her candidates, but these all 
retired in favor of the two gentlemen 
mentioned, tlie vote being wade unani- 
lUDUB. The chairman and one of the 
prospective candidates, who had j^raco- 
fully retired in favor of the party noni- 
inQea,.wora appointed a committee to in- 
form the opposition leaders of the general 
committoo's choice. They performed the 
duty imposed upon them and felt that it 
only then devolved upon tho opposition 
to name their two men, and publish the 
full ticket. His surprise, and ths aurpriio 
(if tho workingmon's committee, can per- 
haps be imagined when next day they aaw 
tho full opposition ti.;k*)?; of four names 
announced, his brother commit i.eomiui be- 
ing one of (lie mimher! The gist of this 
declaration was corroborated by the sub- 
sequent speeches of Messrs. Smith, Duval 
and Stuart, which left no room for 
doubt of the truth of tho charges. What 
an exhibition for a body of men who ex- 
pect to represent faithfully the 
interests of a oonatituenoyl At 
tho very beginning of their 
political campaign they become guilty of a 
breach of faith which must efl'octually iire- 
vent all right-thinking men from support- 
ing them at the polls. The workingmeu 
acted honorably in caiTying out their part 
of tho ftgreemeut.and "if they go to defeat," 
as ono of the speakers said, "thoy will go 
to an honorable defeat and not to a base 
Burronder." The attempt of the opposition 
to intervene and force a motion, ratifying tho 
uandidittea, ou the meeting of, course with 
the object of defeating it, was too apparent, 
and faited as all such cowarffly tactics usu- 
ally do. If there had ever been any vitality 
iu the ".Sicks party" there is none left now. 
LeaderioBS, dinorganized, faithless, they are 
rush ng on to the certain defeat which 
most overtake thorn when tho electors aro 
afforded an opportunty to register thoir 
desires at the ballot boi. The prospects of 
the government candidates in uU seotionsof 
the province never looked brighter than 
they do to-day. 

AND STILL AN DTE EH. 

The meeting at Lake on Tuesday night 
proved another discomfiture for the oppo- 
sition. T4e school-room was SUed by 
the electors, and the greatest possible in- 
terest was manifested in the proceedings 
by those proaont. Mr. John spoko first. 
Bis address was reasonable and pointed, 
and he received an ovation of cheers upon 
sitting down. Mr. Sluggett (the candi- 
date with a sorehead) spoke nes.t. His 
style of oratory 00 the stump does not hold 
out much promise for his success in the 
house as a debater, and after undergoing 
a good dual of chaff ho sat down. Mr. 
Humphreys next wagged his facile tongue 
for the amusement of the farmara. Ha 
waa frequently interrupted and closely 
questioned by the audience, and sat down 
amid some applause. Mr. O. VV. Ander- 
son's speech cloaod tho oveninjz'a procoed- 
ings. He waa loudly cheered, especially 
when he roforrod tu the 
action of the Victoria city council 
respocting a public iiiarkot, which, ho said, 
ho would support iu tho houatj if oloctod. 
Mr. James Deans, tho geologist, next 
stepped o>n the roetrum. He held a piece 
of rock in one hand and a resolution of 
confidence in tho Humphroys-Sluggott 
ticket iu the othei.

It must bo made clear 
that there is another alternative, namely, 
to fjivo Ireland local control of iier local 
airaira on the same scale us is given to 
England and Scotland, for the priiioiplea 
aro as applicablu to these countries as to 
Ireland." 

EoiN3Uiiau, June 14. — The Scotsman 
says, "Gladstone in his manifoato mis- 
represents the issue. Parliament, tho 
Scotsman contends, never voted tho 
question of coercion vermt homo rule. If 
it had, it would never have tolerated thu 
government on this issue." 

MANcnisaTKU, June 14. —The Guardian 
says that of Gladstone, Salisbury and 
Chamberlain, Gladstone alone sees the 
denperato circumstances in which the 
country ia placed by its mistaken policy 
ou the Irish quoation, ond that ho alono 
perceives how those circumstances can bo 
beat dealt with. "We are confident," 
adds the Guardian, '.that the country will 
endorae tho pramior's dtagDOStB and pro- 
posed remedy, for they are based on rig- 
orous common sense." 

LoNDo.v, .luiie 14 — Tlie conservative 
provincial papers bitterly criticise Glad- 
stone's manifesto. The Irish papers do 
not make theii; comments on the manifes- 
to a fqature of their issues, but criticise, 
as a matter of course, according to their 
party leanings.

Belfast, Juno 14. — Itov. Hugh Hanna, 
D. I)., tfirt Presbyterian minister of St.

He 
said, "If the government thinks that Ulster 
will b,^ easily subjugated by a Hoditious par- 
liamuut it has signally failed in its estimate 
of us. Tbo people of the north have effec- 
tive lueaus of reaistanco, but the time has 
not yet eoiiin to umploy them. Tho hum- 
blo.st of tho victims who succumbed on last 
Wednesday under the murderous fire of 
Morley's militia presented a higher and 
nobler typo of character than does Mor- 
loy." 

The Oatholic clergy of Belfast yesterday 

congratulated their people upon their "pa- 
tience and forbearance under provokiag 
circumstances, " and urged them toconticu.j 
to koop the peace.

H. niitii 'J'iirown SSiMiscll into the 
River from ii Bridnrc 
l i t Feet lliuti. 

St. Paul, Juno 10. — This morning, as 
the ten o'clock south bound Milwaukee 
Short Line train was crossing the bridge 
above Uuion Park, engineer Charles 
Hatheway and fireman William Furtnoy 
noticed two men standing on the struc- 
ture loO yards ahead aud about twenty 
feet apart. Suddenly ono man leaped to 
tho railing, raised his hands abovo his 
head and jumped.

An old Soldier Talks About His Experi-

"You don't believe all you read, do 
you in these letters and papers ou the 
war?" questioned an ex-olBcer of the 
army. "I don't. It isn't likely that a 
man reuiembens all the little details of 
things that happened twenty-five years 
ftgc, »« some of romeniHcence ifol- 

lows Bippear rin i''>you think that 
you would r that at 1:30 

o'clock on the i ■ • '■iy figlit, vvhi3n 
you were keyed ui. '»; excitement, 
yon were standing OiU a y' rftiu knoll, 
and that a dozen yards to youc i'-y''' 
were two big oaks and that a liekl ■)!" 
oats lay a quarter of a mile to your 
left, and that the wood whore tho 
enemy was in hiding was 1,600 feet 
from you? Some fellows have got more 
reliable memories than mine. Yet it's 
funny liow a little thing will stick to a 
man somebiDieBj and bow he'll forget 
important laabtera. I' remember tho 
first bullet tbat I beard, distinctly. We 
had just come up to the field and were 
lounging on the grKSS, waiting for 
somebody to do something, when some 
rebel sliarpshooters in a thicket in our 
front began popping at us. I beard a 
loud wbir r-rpass between me and the 
cajitain of our company, while I was 
talking with him, and I said, "Hellol 
there's a bird." I turned around to see 
what kind of a bird it was, and a fel- 
low in a regimunt behind ua pitched 
forward dead. Later in the dAy, when 
we had changed position, we were 
drawn up before a strip of fence and 
I was taliring with the captain again, 
when another bullet passed betweon 
ua and wont chuck! into the fence. I 
think most men aro afraid when tiiey 
go into a fight, but L can honestly say 
I wiiB not. I've seen men killed ou 
eitiitir side of me, but there was some- 
tuing — ftxoitement or what I don't 
know — tiiat onabled uie to face the 
thing out. All ollicer's post in a tight 
is worse than a soldier's. Tiio man in 
ranks can work, but an oflicer has 
got to stand there like a mark and 
take what he gets. Soldier's can't en- 
dure being f^red at without having a 
ohance to shoot back and I've seen 
troops in an exposed position get per- 
fectly wild when the load dropped 
among them, for a chance to tako a 
turn at tho rebs. I remembor the first 
ahell that passed over our company. It 
was after dark, and we could see it 
dropping towards ua Some of tho men 
dodged, but an Irishman tossed up his 
cap and nearly hit it, and yelled a 
"Whuroo'" of dofiance at it. Projectiles 
usually go a little too high to do tho 
utitiost damage, and at the beginning 
of ti light there are more torn caps than 
broken legs. You remember the Dutch- 
man who wa.s juHt nicked on the top of 
the scalp, and who jumped about three 
feet and yelled "Holy Mosnb!" Do tierst 
man vot'.i killed in coinpany Bl" But 
it's astonishing how soon the men get 
hardened, I've often seen theni laugh 
at the way a man would jump or fum- 
ble when he was shot. At the slaugh- 
ter at Fredericksburg our regiment was 
at one tiin'i .stopped in the advance by 
a Ktone wall, and while we were get- 
ting into slmjie tho robs opened a mur- 
derous tire on the rest of the line. 
There was one jiatch of ground that 
was quite steep, and whenever a man 
was hit as he went up that ateep place 
he rolled over like a bag of potatoes; 
one or two of them made a regular 
somersault. Well, sir, our boys ju.st 
laughed at that. Tlicy didn't laugh so 
much a minute later when wo had to 
charge likewise, for eome of tbein cut 
the fi -.aie capers. I've seen two fellows 
get into a tight in tho trenches and 
stand up to have it out, regardlcHS of 
the fact that the instance their heads 
wer?^ in view of the Johnnies a half a 
dozen rifles were drawing beads on 
thorn. But the ^liospitals -were worse 
than the battlelioldR to niy mind. There 
you got the worst of the whole thing 
all in a heap, aick, wounded, dying, 
dead, bloody, belpless and mangled. In 
tho field you did not notice it so much 
and there nvuh enthusiasm to tide you 
over llio uiii)l(iasaiit features, but in 
the hospitals you were surrounded by 
disease and autfering. Men would die 
in their beds next to yours tiuring the 
night aud lie there until morning. The 
surgeon would operate on the patient 
next to you, perhaps, and while tho 
victim wiUi groaning you would think 
that your turn would come after his, 
and that would make you cheerful. Ou 
the whole I doii't know but a quiet lifd 
suitfi Dio as well as that sort of thing, 
and I guess there's about as much fun 
to be had here in New York as tbera is 
in camp."

lb can be do matter ot snrprlae that 
the late fatltiro of tho 43 ton gun oa 
board -thi» £iollingv.'ood should huve 
caused conaternatiou and dismay not 
merely in military and naval circles, 
but in every quarter' where tlie safety 
and efficiency of naval ordnance are 
regarded as a matter of primary na- 
tional concern. The official aunwers 
given on this subject in tli& House of 
Commons have tended rather to in- 
crease than to abate the general anxi- 
ety. Wo are told that proper inquiries 
will bo instituted, that wo iiiuHt wait 
till these iuquiriea are concluded, and 
in the meanwhile that the OoIosbus, 
which carries the same class of guns 
as the Collin^wood, has been ordered 
to sea witli instructions not to lire iter 
guns except in case of military neues- 
wity, when, of course, siie tnuat tnlce her 
chance. When Mr. Hibberc ia asked 
whether the navy possesses any guns 
"of a known trustworthy character in 
reference to their having undergone a 
continuous test, such as it niiglit be 
reasonably inferred tJiej would untlur- 
go in an ordiiuiry naval action," he ilf- 
sires that notice of tlie question may 
be given before La can undertake to 
answer it. Ho further supplements 
this remarkably evasive answer by the 
more disquieting statement "that the 
Colossus has "already tired ofl' these 
43-ton guns itt sea without any serious 
result occurring"— a reply whioli is far 
from satisfactory in reference to tl:',^ 
past, and is entiroly devoid of reassur- 
ance for the future in view of the fact 
that the commander of the vessel bus 
now been instructed rot to repeat the 
dangerous experiment of tiring tlie 
guns at a target. They liave already 
been fired at sea and thoy have not 
burst; but they are not to be tireil 
again for fear they should burst. For 
all practical purposes, therefore, the 
vessel might just as well be sent to sea 
with no heavy guns at all. It is true 
that should an enemy appear the guns 
must be poi'ited at him and Used, 
whatever the result. But with what 
con6dencc can any tnen, even the 
bravest of Englishmen, he exjiected to 
work guns in time oE war which are 
considered too dangerous for practice 
in time of peace? Of course, the best 
of gun.s may be expected to fail occa- 
sionally. 'I'lie nun liaa not yet hceu 
designed or forgeu wiiich can bo pro- 
nounced to bo absolutely safe in all 
circumstances. But the question which 
arises in regard to the guns of the OoI- 
osbus is not whether they are absolute 
ly safe in exceptional circumstances, 
but w-.-^ther they are not absolutely 
dangerous in ordinary circumstances. 
The official statements laade in Parlia- 
ment are certainly calculated to con- 
vey the impression to the unprejudiced 
mind that the War Office is quite un- 
able to answer this latter question with 
a confidant denial, 

When the Woolwich guns, of what- 
ever system, are fired, they burst. 
What is mor9, their failure is predicted 
beforehand, and it occurs on trial ex- 
actly in the manner in which it was 
predicted. We have already referred 
to tho remarkable i)rediction made by 
Colonel Hope with regard to the guns 
of the CoUingwood only a few hoi!-ki 
before the prediction was fulQIled. 
Last yeai' vho weak point of guns of tke 
accepted Woolwich pattern was accur- 
ately indicated in public by a scientific 
expert, who foretold that they wonld 
fail on actual trial at tbut jjreciso 
point, yinco that time a G incli gun 
has failed on board tha Active, a 9-2- 
incb has failed in like manner in tho 
hands of tho Ordnance authorities — 
though very littlo has been heard in 
public of this particular mishap — and 
now the 43 ton gun has failed on board 
tho Oollingwood. The explosion on 
board the Thunderer roused Woolwich 
from its dreaiin of absolute safety, and 
wo seeui now to have rushed to the ex 
treme of no safety at all. The explana- 
tion is the same in each case, as our 
correspondent clearly and conclusively 
shown. Unscientific resistance to 
change is the normal attitude of Wool- 
wich; unscientific adojitioii of change 
either in response to external prosauro, 
or in consequence of demonstrated fail- 
ure, is the only alternaLiro, When the 
former mood is in the ascendant the 
War Office declines to advance, aa our 
correspcixdont tells us, on the ground 
of the great coat of change, or of oxper 
imonts pointing to change, the words 
being quoted, w(! believe, from an offi- 
cial .statomcnt on tho subject. When 
the other mood prevails wc gat guns 
like those that have faileu ou hoard 
the Active and the Oollingwood, or 
which cannot be fired for fear of fail- 
ure, like those on board the OoIosbuh, 
If parliament and public opinion can 
once bo brought to recognize that "ex- 
periments" pointing to "change" are 
the very life and essence of i;unnery 
and ol! all other matters connected with 
the modern art of naval warfare, wc 
shall very soon see the end of a sys- 
tem to which wo owe the disasters of 
the Thunderer, the Active nnd the Ool- 
lingwood, and tho humiliating disable- 
ment of the Coloaaus and of all other 
vessels similarly armed.
